HISTORY OF PERQUIMANS COUNTY 


Cox, John, m Mary Charlton, Jan 6, 1790. (Mar bonds Chowan Co.) 
~ Ano her family in Perquimans, is that of Dr. David Cox, who came to 
Perquimans from Currituck Co N. C. before the War between the States, 
settling as a young man at New Hope. He later moved to Hertford, where 
he built up a large practice, and married Miss Sallie White, daughter of 
Mrs, Ann White, and sister of the wife of Mr. Zach Tomg of Hertford, Dr, 
Cox was a rugged character of “great power, and strength, and any word he 
uttered Was accepted as his bond. The writer, to whom he was a family 
Physician until his health failed, had the greatest admiration for him, not 
only as a Doctor, but as a man, and reposed in him every confidence, felt herself 
enriched by his friendship. He introduced the present “pump” into the 
town and county, being a strong advocate of good water, as a means of good 
health, Before the advent of these “pumps” the lower counties were stricken 
each year with Typhoid, Malarial fever, chills, and worst of al! Hemorrhagic 
fever, a fever almost equal to Typhus, and each year the bad climate took 
toll of many little children, probably from the cause of surface water princi- 
pally, and much is due Dr. Cox for revolutionizing the water supply of this 
county. His quaint ways, and sayings are a byword in the county even today, 
and his memory will always be green in the minds of those who were fond 
of him.

Enclosed are the family group sheets I mentioned which, I hope, 
will interest you and the other researchers of Southern MIssissippi 
families. I am writing the Pascagoula Library at this time to get 
the Family Trails magazine article you mentioned on Robert M. Cox, 
and I hope you can locate the other reference on him and the 
military service record of Absalom Johnson. I really do appreciate 
your taking the time to contact me and enjoyed our conversation on 
the phone. 


All of my information on the Johnsons was obtained from Marion 
County, Mississippi Miscellaneous Records by E. Russ Williams. As 
Louisa Johnson was born prior to the marriage of Absalom Johnson, 
my guess is that Louisa may have been his younger sister. But it 
is only a guess. I definitely feel there is a family relationship. 


There are two other Mississippi families which interest me that are 
not represented by a family group sheet. The first is the Spears 
family of Amite County. They are cousins, according to family 
tradition, to another family of Spears from which I descend. My 
Spears family migrated from Virginia to Georgia, thence to Arkansas 
and Louisiana. The two lines probably diverged in Virginia. If 
anyone has deposited information on this group of Spears in your 
library I would appreciate your sharing the information with me. 


Lastly, one of my great grandmothers was from Mississippi and we 
know absolutely nothing about her family, as she was an orphan. 
Her name was Annie Woods, and tradition says, her mother died when 
she was born and she was given away by her father, possibly to his 
brother-in-law. She was born about 1872 in Mississippi, married 
Andrew J. Houston in Sunflower County, but was said by one of her 
daughters to have been born in or near McComb, Mississippi. I have 
checked the 1880 census soundex for a likely candidate for her 
family with no success. I fear that she might be listed under a 
different surname, possibly that of the family she was living with. 
I suppose it will be a near miracle if I can locate her and her 
parents, but I thought I would mention it as miracles do happen 
occasionally! 


Well, between my letter and the charts I have touched upon every 
Mississippi connection I have. I very much appreciate your help on 
these families, and hope that you and users of your library find 
the charts helpful.
